PARIS, Sept. 26 (AP)—Secre- 
tary of State Byrnes, in his first 
formal statement since the events 
leading up to the resignation of 
Henry Wallace as Secretary of 
Commerce, declared today that 
President Truman's pronounce- 
ment of support for Byrnes's poli- 
cies constituted reassurance for 
the world. 

“I think that the statement of 
the President that American for- 
eign policy is wholeheartedly sup- 
porttd by him and that he con- 
templates no change in that policy 
is most assuring,” Byrnes said, 
adding: 

“The fact that the policy is bi- 
partisan and the fact that it is 
supported by both Democrats and 
Republicans is assurance to the 
owrld that the United States is 
going te stand by its policy. 

“The President indicated that 
thtre was no change in that policy. 
How it would be changed would 
be determined by the Secretary of 
State, the President and Congres- 
sional leaders.” 

Byrnes made the declaration at 
a news conference.

COURT DISSOLVES 
ANTI-STRIKE ORDER 
IN PITTSBURGH AT 
REQUEST OF Uf 


Power Union Refused to 
Discuss Settlement 
While in Effect—Con- 
tempt Charges Against 
10 Dropped. 


PITTSBURGH, Sept. 26 (AP)— 
The Allegheny County Common 
Pleas Court today dissolved its 
anti-strike injunction—crux of the 
city’s three-day-old power strike— 


| and dropped contempt charges 


against 10 union leaders who had 
defied the injunction. 

Dissolution of the injunction, 
which was granted Sept. 9 by 
Judge Walter P. Smart, was re- 
quested by City Solicitor Anne X. 
Alpern, in an attempt to settle the 
industry - stifling walkout which 
had caused a virtual “business hol- 
iday.” r 

The court’s order said: 50 
and all proceedings thereunder are 
hereby dissolved.” One of the 
judges said later this included the 
one-year jail term imposed on 
George L. Mueller, president of 
the independent Association of 
Duquesne Light Co. Employes, for 
contempt of court through refusal 
to end the strike. 

Reason for Injunction. 

In making the motion, the city 
solicitor commented that the in- 
junction had been ordered “to pro- 
tect the welfare of the communi- 
ty.” The request for dismissal 
came after three hours of con- 
ferences among federal concili- 
ators and union leaders. 

Meanwhile the power strike con- 
tinued. Mueller announced it 
would remain on until satisfactory 
contract negotiations are conclud- 
ed with the Duquesne Light Co. 
The negotiations were resumed 
this afternoon, 

(The United Press reported that 
Miss Alpern told the court’ union 
leaders had told her a new offer 
by the company was acceptable, 
but that it would be “necessary 
to call a meeting of the member- 
ship before the strike is over.”) 

The strikers had voted 1771 to 
402 last night to refuse to consider 
a new offer by the company until 
the injunction was dissolved. 

Paralysis of City Increased. 
The dismissal came as paralysis 
of the Pittsburgh industrial dis- 
trict increased because of these 
developments: 

A walkout at 4 a.m. of 3000 
streetcar operators and service 
workers, affiliated with the AFL 
Amalgamated Association of 
Street, Electric Railway and 
Motor Coach Employes. The 
union described the walkout as 
a “protective measure” against 
threats of violence to men 
and equipment from unnamed 
sources. The alleged threats 
were reported to have stemmed 
from the use of “struck power” 
by che Pittsbu-gh Railway Co.'s 
streetcars. 

A walkout of 315 AFL bus 
drivers at noon which stopped 
service on the Pittsburgh Motor 
Coach Co.'s 29 routes, The union 
said the order was issued be- 
cause of threats to drivers and 
the fact that busses had not 
been serviced properly by work- 
ers who are members of the 
striking independent union. 

Both the street railway and the 
bus company are affiliates of the 
Duquesne Light Co. The com- 
panies are subsidiaries of the Phil- 
adelphia Co., a holding company

IN ITS TEMPORARY 
HOMES PROGRAM, 
WYATT SAYS HERE 


Administrator Attends 
Meetings Trying to 


— Not Blaming City 
Leaders. 


The temporary housing program 
is lagging in St. Louis, Wilson W. 
Wyatt, National Housing Adminis- 
trator, said here today as he at- 
tended a series of meetings to dis- 
cuss the housing problem. 

He said he was not blaming the 
city administration or community 
efforts, as there was no showing 
yet of the reason for the lag, but 
that he hoped while here to learn 
more about it, and additional facts 
would be gathered by aids. As 
far as he could learn, he added, 
the city and the citizens’ commit- 
tee have done everything they 
could to expedite the program. He 
is in the course of a trip in which 
he will check progress in various 
parts of the country. 

Wyatt gave an optimistic report 
on the national effort to meet the 
immediate emergency in housing, 
with a prediction that this year’s 
construction of housing units will 
at least approach a new annual 
record in volume. 

In the first seven months of this 
year, he said, 607,000 family dwell- 
ing units were started in 
the nation and 287,000 of 
these were completed, most of 
this work having been done after 
February. He estimated that more 
houses would be completed in the 
last five months of the year than 
in the first seven months, but said 
even this record was not good 
enough to meet the demand. 

Appears at Luncheon. 

The principal appearance by 
Wyatt was before a luncheon of 
the National Urban League and 
the Citizens’ Council on Housing 
and Community Planning at Kiel 
Auditorium. He arranged to meet 
in the afternoon with representa- 
tives of the local building indus- 
try, some of whom were pre- 
pared to give figures to back their 
complaints about shortages of ma- 
terials for houses on which pri- 
orities have been issued for ma- 
terials. *

Cardinals’ Lead Cut to Half Game 
As Brooklyn Beats Phillies 


It’s a toss-up on who is going to 
“crack” first—the players on the 
two leading National League base- 
ball teams, or the fans in St. 
Louis and Brooklyn. If the Car- 
dinals win the National League 
pennant, they will open the World 
Series with the Boston Red Sox, 
American League champions, at 
Sportsman’s Park next Wednes- 
day. 

World series fever increased to 
the point of anxiety in St. Louis 
today as the Brooklyn Dodgers 
beat the Philadelphia Phillies, 8-2. 
Little knots of fans gathered 
around radio loudspeakers in 
store fronts and taverns moaned 
audibly when the game ended and 
the final score was announced. 

Brooklyn's victory today leaves 
the St. Louis Cardinals with only 
a half a game advantage. Before 
today’s game in Brooklyn the 
Cardinals were ahead of their 
rivals by one full game. 

Many an armchair umpire, with 
his ear close to a radio, felt his 
heart thump heavily last night 
when the Cardinals’ game with 
Cincinnati at Sportsman’s Park 
ended 6-0 in favor of Cincinnati. 


This defeat came after the hopes 


heights when the Philadelphia 
Phillies, who usually have been in 
the National League cellar, put on 
a stormy power drive in the 
ninth inning, knocking in five 
runs and beating the Dodgers 11 
to 9, which gave the Cardinals a 
game and a half advantage over

They can still lose 
one game of these remaining 
games and tie with Brooklyn for 
the pennant, even if Brooklyn 
wins all its remaining games. 

Cardinal players rested today. 
They will play the remaining 
games against the Chicago Cubs 
tomorrow and Saturday nights 
and Sunday afternoon. 

Brooklyn’s last two games will 
be played against Boston Satur- 
day and Sunday.

He declined to elaborate on the 
plan, saying details would be an- 
nounced in Washington, perhaps 
today. At Washington OPA offi- 
cials said the order would apply 
to orphanages and prisons as well 
as hospitals, and would be effec- 
tive Oct. 1. 

Porter told reporters he opposed 
a 60-day suspension on meat and

Steel Cost Considered.

Profit Figures Dwindle. 

Earlier figures of the Maritime 
Commission, reporting fantastic 
profits of wartime shipbuilders, 
were being knocked down as the 
committee heard more testimony 
today from shipbuilders who 
pointed out factors omitted in the 
commission’s computation. 

The inquiry, begun Monday 
when Kaiser was a _ witness, 
dragged on in somewhat perfunc- 
tory fashion. After Kaiser com- 
pleted his testimony yesterday 
about half of the spectators left 
the committee chamber where, for 
three days while he was on the 
stand, there had not even been 
standing room.

Kaiser had left the committee 
still wondering whether he had 
made a fortune out of the war, 
or had lost his shirt.

Shipbuilding Corp., said his firm 
had netted $2,017,059 on 188 ships 
which cost $217,482,368. The Mari- 
time Commission figure for Delta’s 
profits had been $12,171,811. 

Charles H. McLeod, manager of 
the Walsh-Kaiser Co., in which 
Kaiser interests had 40 per cent 
of the stock but which Kaiser dis- 
owned as “his” company because 
he didn’t manage it, said the gross 
profits of the firm were about 
$3,050,795, as reported by the 
Maritime Commission. McLeod did 
not give a net figure, but said 
taxes and non-reimbursable expen- 
ditures would reduce the gross “by 
more than 50 per cent.” The com-

Thomas L. Lanier appeared for 
the North Carolina Shipbuilding 
Corp. Net profits of his company, 
he testified, were $5,712,584, not 
$27,645,029 as reported by the 
Maritime Commission.

The fundamental ground for

PATTERSON TO ASK

WASHINGTON, Sept. 26 (UP)— 
Secretary of War Robert P. Pat- 
terson told the United Press last 
night that he would ask Gen. Jo- 


seph T. McNarney in Berlin to ex- 
plore the desirability of permit- 
ting reporters to cover the execu- 
tion of any Nazi defendants who 
may be sentenced to death next 
week at Nuernberg. 

Gen. McNarney is the American 
member of the Allied Control 
Council which announced on Sept. 
20 that reporters would be barred 
from the executions. 

Earl J. Johnson, vice president 
and general news manager of the 
United Press, had wired Patterson 
from New York urging him to 
have the projected news “black- 
out” lifted to permit full news cov- 
erage by regular reporters. 

“Millions of Allied soldiers and 
sailors who fought in the war,” 
Johnson’s telegram said, “have an 
interest and a stake in what hap- 
pens to the Neurnberg defendants, 

“The only way we can be sure 
that myths do not rise out of the 
executions is to have trained news 
reporters present. Secrecy breeds 
rumors and it is in the interest 
of world justice that there should 
be no false rumors rising out of 
the execution of any of the men 
who brought this war upon the 
world.” 

Johnson reminded Patterson 
that the Neurnberg trial itself had. 
received full coverage by the 
world press. : 

“It is only logical,” he said, 
“that the final stage of this his- 
toric judicial proceeding— the ex- 
ecutions—should, be covered fully.” 

Referring to the Army's cus- 
tom of secret executions, Johnson

The council further decreed in 
its document that the executions 
be carried out “without publicity.” 
By hanging or the guillotine. The 


order stipulates that, should the 
fifteenth day fall on Sunday, the 
execution will take place the fol- 
lowing day. 

(If, as expected, sentences are 
passed Tuesday, Oct. 1, the fif- 
teenth day would be Wednesday, 
Oct. 16.) 

Defendants will be given four 
days to appeal sentences to the 
Allied Control Council. Article 26 
of the tribunal] charter stipulates 
that the judgment of the tribunal 
as to guilt or innocence shall be 
final and not subject to review, 
but article 29 gives the control 
council power to “at any time re- 
duce or otherwise alter sentences,” 
but it ‘may not increase the se 
verity thereof.”

Decision Taken Reluctantly—Would Dis- 
close Terms of Molotov-Ribbentrop 
Treaty, Magazine Says. 


Newsweek magazine declares in its 
Sept. 30th issue reaching the news- 
stands today that Secretary of 
State Byrnes has ordered publi- 
cation of the captured records of 
the German Foreign Office for the 
entire period of Nazi control. 
The magazine states that Byrnes 
decided on the “drastic measure” 
after much reflection of Russian- 
American relations. It adds: 
“The document, of course, will 
disclose to the world the secret 
terms of the Molotov-Ribbentrop 
pact, which partitioned Poland in 
1939 and neutralized Soviet Russia 
the following year while its treaty 
partner, Germany, overran west- 
ern Europe.” 

Newsweek continues: 

“Thus, by official action, the 
United States will reveal in au- 
thentic detail a story which Rus- 
sia would not allow Ribbentrop to 


elaborate at the Nuernberg trials. 
“The decision to exploit the 
records was made reluctantly and 
with full appreciation that it 
might plunge Soviet-United States 
friendship to a new low. 

“Byrnes was advised, however, 
that further forebearance would 
gain nothing for United States 
policy in Moscow, but that action 
might get results.” 

Newsweek adds that “If Rus- 
sian-American relations improve 
before the papers are ready for 
publication, a Moscow request for 
deletions may be entertained.” 

“However,” the magazine re- 
ports, “the State Department is 
now considering amending its an- 
nouncement so that the entire rec- 
ord of Nazi-Soviet negotiations 
may be opened to the press at any 
time at its discretion.”

NAZI-JAPANESE 
DATA DISCLOSED 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 26 (AP) 
— A German secret document 
published by the State Depart- 
ment today that Japan 
was hoping to make peace be- 
tween Germany and Russia at 
the very moment in 1943 when 
Hitler was urging Japan to at- 
‘tack the Soviet Union. 
The document also offered new 
confirmation for the idea that 
Germany hoped by conquering all 
western Russia to link forces with 
its eastern partner once Japan 
had accomplished the planned 
conquest of India. 
The new document, one of 400 
tons of German official papers 
captured by the American Army, 
is published in the official State 
Department bulletin. 
It is the German account of a 
conference between Foreign Min- 
ister Ribbentrop, Japanese Ambas- 
sador Oshima and Maj. 
Okamoto in May, 1943, at the time 
when the American and British 
forces were readying their of- 
fensives from north Africa into 
southern Europe. 
Ribbentrop spent much of the 
conference trying to persuade the 
Japanese representatives that the 
best way for the Axis to win the 
war was to strike Russia from 
both sides and, as strongly as he 
could, he urged Japan to act. 
Oshima, however, told Ribben- 
trop that Japan was preparing 
operations against Australia and 
India, and he made it clear that 
Japan had no intention at that 
time of attacking Russia. On the 
contrary, speaking of the possi- 
bility of a German desire to come 
to terms with Russia, he said that 
“should Germany at some time 
wish to make a sounding in that 
direction Japan would be prepared 
for it.” 
Of the possibility of linking the 
Axis forces in the Pacific and 
Europe, Oshima said Hitler had 
told him in January, 1943, “that it 
was his intention to cross the 
Caucasus and to establish a junc- 
tion with his Japanese allies in 
the Near East.” Asking whether 
that plan still held, Ribbentrop as- 
sured him it did. 
Oshima said Japan planned to 
use Subhas Chandra Bose, former 
mayor of Calcutta and president 
of the All-Indian Congress, as the

WASHINGTON, Sept. 26 (AP)— 
Standard work shirts soon will 
vost about 10 per cent more, the 
OPA said today in announcing 
that henceforth manufacturers 


may compute ceiling prices on a 
flexible basis. 

The agency said a work shirt 
which formerly sold for $1.43 at 
retail would sell for $1.58. 

The manufacturers may charge 
$13.51% a dozen for the work 
shirts they formerly sold for 
$12.24. l 

OPA said the increase, similar 
to those recently allowed on other 
work clothing and work gloves, 
was required by the cotton textile 
provision of the OPA Extension 
Act. This tied all cotton textile 
ceilings to the market price for 
raw cotton. 

It has required two general in- 
creases in cotton textiles since 
July. A third was allowed for 
higher wage costs and the three 
have boosted textile prices a total 
of about 21 per cent. 


RESTAURANT STRIKE ENDS 


LOS ANGELES, Sept. 26 (AP) 
— The week-old strike of hotel and 
restaurant employes that halted 
food and bar service in 12 leading 
hotels and 72 restaurants ended 
yesterday. 

The 6000 strikers quit in protest 
against an arbitration award 
which they claimed ranged from 
25 to 40 per cent below their de- 
mands, and in some instances did 
not equal present scales.

ENDS OFFICIALLY 
AT 2 A.M. SUNDAY 


Daylight saving time, which 
gave St. Louisans longer after- 
noons through the summer, ends 
officially at 2 a.m.

The union 
demands 20 per cent, or a raise to

Mueller attended the union 
meeting in custody of the union’s 
attorney, Herman Lipsitz. 

After the union meeting Lipsitz 
arrived at court alone, looking 
worn and haggard. He walked 
into the corner of an ante-room, 
turned his back and wept. Mueller 
arrived soon afterward and spoke 
quietly with Lipsitz. 

Members of the court waited 
until nearly midnight for Muel- 
ler’s report. Then the judges an- 
nounced adjournment of court un- 
til this morning and told Mueller 
he might remain in custody of his 
attorney overnight.

“Some countries,“ Vishinsky 
said, might be able to say how 
much the war cost them. Maybe 
it is because in our country we 
had no capitalists reaping profits 
while our soldiers died on the 
battlefield.” 

He accused Willard Thorp, 
American delegate, of “statistical 
juggling” to make it appear that 
the Russians were taking vast 
sums from Romania while the 
United States sought very small 
amounts. 

Thorp had attacked Russia for 
opposing requests by the Western 
Allies for property compensation 
amounting to less than $100,000,000 
while Russia and its satellites de- 
manded upwards of two billion 
dollars from Romania in repara- 
tions and occupation costs. 

“While our blood flowed,” Vi- 
shinsky said, “you were making 
profits. That is why your declara- 
tion is unworthy of a friendly 
country.” 

Vishinsky said he didn’t wish 
Ao criticize American military ee- 


tion in Romania but he did be 
lieve that American air attacks 
continued long after they were 
n 


ecessary. 

He noted that Thorp mentioned 
some of his figures from Roma- 
nian sources, 

“So Thorp probably has Roma- 
nian informers,” Vishinsky said 
sarcastically. “I can give him ad- 
dresses if he needs any more of 
them.” 

He said there were only two 
American firms in Romania and 
that one claimed 1,500,000,000 lei 
in damages and the other 2,500,- 
000,000 lei damages. However, he 
charged that one firm had prof- 
ited to the extent of 726,000,000 
lei and the other to the amount of 
500,000,000 lei from German war 
‘orders in 1943 while Russian 
homes and cities were being de- 
stroyed. a 

Albanlan Attacks Italy. 

In the Italian political commis- 
sion H. H. Kapo of Albania again 
attacked Italy, charging the pres- 
ent government with “imperialist 
and colonial” expansion. He re- 
plied to A. A. Tarchiani of Italy, 
who said it wasn’t fair to fail to 
compensate Italy for public works 
it built in Albania and Ethiopia. 

The commission approved six 
more articles of the peace treaty, 
all pertaining to Albania, includ- 
ing a provision that Italy recog- 
nize and respect the territorial 
integrity of Albania as well as its 
sovereignty and independence. 

The military commission unani- 
mously adopted a clause in the 
Bulgarian treaty prohibiting Bul- 
garia from experimenting with 
atomic energy. Guided missiles 
and self-propelled projectiles were 
included in the prohibitions. 

Outstanding in yesterday's long 
day of commission work was the 
decision by the Italian economic 
commission to adopt the principle 
of accepting 75 per cent compen- 
sation for war damage suffered in 
Italy by business firms and citi- 
zens of victor nations. 

The United States fought to 
have the figure fixed at 25 per 
cent of the estimated $110,000,- 
000 in claims on file, but lost. Rus- 
sia and the United States voted to- 
gether against the British de- 
mand for full payment of the 
claims, which failed of passage 
on a nine to nine vote. British 
and French representatives indi- 
cated they would carry this argu- 
ment to the plenary session later. 


OPA TO ORDER 
MEAT SET ASIDE 
FOR HOSPITALS 
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“visible supply of meat is less than 
a month’s requirement,” last night 
served priority papers ordering all 
packers operating under federal 
inspection to set aside 25 per cent 
of their output for the armed 
services, the War Shipping Admin- 
istration and veterans hospitals. 
The political storm broke in 
earnest yesterday after House 
Democratic Leader McCormack of 
Massachusetts demanded in a tele- 
gram to Price Chief Paul Porter 
that the Office of Price Adminis- 
tration suspend control over meat 
and other scarce food products 30 
“our hospitals and our citizens” 
can have enough to eat. 

White House Press Secretary 
Charles G. Ross told reporters he 
was “not at liberty” to discuss 
the McCormack proposal, 

Jam not at liberty to discuss 
that,” Ross said. “All I know is 
what I have read in the papers. 
I have no comment.” 

Sabath Charges Collusion. 

Charging that “collusion” among 
packers is depriving the people of 
meat, Chairman Sabath, (Dem.), 
Illinois, of the House Rules Com- 
mittee asked for an investigation 
of an “apparent conspiracy” to 
violate the anti-trust laws. 

“This is a strike of organized 
greed against the American 
people,” he said in a telegram 
from his Chicago hospital room 
to Attorney General Clark. The 
packers have contended they are 
unable to obtain livestock . sup- 
plies. 

Representative Rogers, (Dem.), 
Massachusetts told reporters after 
a White House call that President 
Truman took the stand that Con- 
gress had taken price control ac- 
tion out of his hands “when it leg- 
islated the decontrol board.” 

Republican National Chairman 
Carroll Reece, branding McCor- 
mack’s action as “cheap politics,” 
noted in a statement that the 60- 
day period proposed would carry 
the suspension just past the Nov. 
5 elections. Reece said that if the 
administration “had listened to 
Republican advice during the last 
session of Congress such chicanery 
as Mr. McCormack now proposes 
would be unnecessary.” 

McCormack was a leading fight- 
er for the administration during 
the long House contest over ex- 
tending, and then reviving, OPA. 

Secretary of Agriculture Ander- 


Albuquerque Tuesday night said 
he considered present price ceil- 
ings high enough to give farmers 
a fair return on their meat, prom- 
ised in a statement last night that 
he would act promptly on any 
formal petition to remove controls. 

“But,” he added, “if one of the 
requirements for decontrol is a 
showing that the commodity is 
not in short supply, such a find- 
ing might be difficult to justify, 
as the present outcry for more 
meat would indicate.” 

Under the price control law, 
only OPA advisory committees 
may petition for decontrol—a step 
now being arranged by Chairman 
Roscoe I. Haynie of the beef in- 
dustry committee. 

Haynie told a reporter a 60-day 
suspension of ceilings “would not 
bring orderly marketing or pro- 
duction. The only solution to the 
present meat shortage is com- 
plete and permanent decontrol.“ 

On Capitol Hill, Senator O’Dan- 
iel (Dem.), Texas, long a bitter foe 
of OPA, agreed with Haynie, tell- 
ing a reporter: “I don’t think 
controls should be suspended for 
60 or 90 days or any other length 
of time. They should be abol- 
ished.” 

Senator Ferguson (Rep.), Michi- 
gan, also said he favored an in- 
definite suspension, adding: If a 
situation developed making resto- 
ration of controls advisable, it 


could be done. But it would invite

“During July and August, the 
months free of controls, prices 
first shot up beyond the limits 
prescribed in the quartermaster 
budget and no meat was procured 
until prices leveled off late in 
July. 

“Then the quartermaster could 
only procure 15,000,000 pounds, 
about one week’s supply. During 
August. . the quartermaster 
was able to procure 58,000,000 
pounds but was already below the 
safe line on reserves. 

“Up to the time of issuance of 
priority: orders the quartermaster 
has not been able to procure a 
pound of meat during September.” 

Restaurants Talk of Closing. 

Meantime restaurant keepers 
backed their demands for OPA 
price relief with talk of wide- 
spread closings. 

An officer of the National Res- 
taurant Association told a report- 
er that restaurant groups all over 
the country are “getting more up 
in arms and setting dates for 
closing if they don’t get relief.” 

Particularly at issue is an OPA 
order rolling back menu meat 
items to price levels of June 30. 
Also involved is the possibility of 
getting all restaurant charges out 
from under price control.

Officers of the Home Builders’ 
Association pointed out that 
priorities had been issued in St. 
Louis and St. Louis county for 
9926 veterans’ housing units up to 
Sept. 20, but that it was possible 
to start only 4940 of these, while 
4140 of those started were held 
up completely now, and only a 
few of the remaining 800 were 
completed. Only 1960, it was 
stated, have reached the roof 
stage. The association complained

Wyatt, former Mayor of Louis- 
ville, Ky., said in his luncheon ad- 
dress that private housing experts 
had thought construction of not 
more than 325,000 to 35,000 homes 
could be started this year, pro- 
vided price ceilings were removed. 
“The Government, on the other 
hand,” he continued, “thought 
that this country could roll up its 
sleeves and put off until later a 
lot of unnecessary building and 
turn out more homes for veterans 
this year than it had ever built 
before. The year’s not over yet. 
The race to beat the record is still 
on. In seven months, more than 
600,000 homes were put under con- 
struction. Nearly half of this 
number was completed during the 
same period. That’s the country’s 
record so far. It’s a good one, but 
it’s not good enough to lick the 
whopper we're fighting today. 
“Too many homes have been 
blocked from completion by lack 
of a few critical materials. These 
homes must be finished before 
winter. That’s why the veterans’ 
emergency housing program has 
started a drive to best the world’s 
building record this year. 

“The drive started the first of 
this month. The government 
doubled the list of materials that 
must be held solely for veterans’ 
housing. At the same time it in- 
creased the amount of each mate- 
rial that must be held solely for 
veterans’ housing. And simultane- 
ouslyously the government made 
its third deep cut in non-housing 
building that otherwise would 
compete for materials with home. 
building. 

“These drastic actions of Sept. 
1 came as premium payments and 
the hundreds of other government 
steps to speed up production of 
building materials were paying 
real dividends in larger output. 
For example, August production 
of gypsum board and lath reached 
a new all-time high in the history 
of the industry under the stim- 
ulus of the premium payment pro- 
gram for paper liner.

ST. LOUIS LAGGING

asserted, adding: Ending them is 
primarily a local job.” 

There are Mayor’s emergency 
housing committees now in 583 
cities, the St. Louis committee be- 
ing the first one with which 
Wyatt has met. He said, with ref- 
erence to the work of these groups 
and of the national housing pro- 
gram, that he had no fear about 
the outcome of the two-year 
emergency program “when the 
score is added up at the end of 
1947.” 

Basically, he said, the Govern- 
ment’s program rests on fuller 
and faster production, and produc- 
tion is speeding up now, “increas- 
ing every day.” However, he 
pointed out, it will take time to 
get all-out housing production 
just as it took time to achieve all- 
out war production. 

The housing demand is con- 
tinuing to increase, the adminis- 
trator related, saying the current 
national average rate of marriages 
is almost 100,000 a month, while 
13,000,000 men were demobilized in 
a year, with more men demobi- 
lized in one month than the larg- 
est number of houses which ever 
had been built in one year. Added 
to the housing demand factors, he 
said, was the all-time high level 
of employment. 

While the two-year’ emergency 
program is a tough job, he de- 
clared, the long-range job of 
overcoming the accumulate! hous- 
ing shortage will be tougher, It 
was known last winter when the 
emergency work was outlined that 
“there was no magic directive we 
could issue that would end the 
housing emergency over night or 
in one year,” he said, adding: “We 
knew that no matter how success- 
ful the all-out housing program 
was, the emergency would be 
worse this winter than it was a 
year before, because the demand 
was so great and was increasing 
so fast.” 

New Logging Roads. 

To. show that the Government 
was exercising some imagination 
and ingenuity in solving ihe prob- 
lem, Wyatt told in his speech how 
1400 miles of roads were being 
built so that otherwise inaccessible 
timber could be logged, while lum- 
berjacks in the deep woods were 
being allotted extra sugar for the 
energy they burn up. 

“Eventually,” he continued, “the 
Government will build 2700 miles 
of roads, which will result in 400,- 
000,000 more feet of lumber reach- 
ing the market this year and a 
billion and a half more feet next 
year.” 

Another Government aid, he re- 
marked, was a recent authoriza- 
tion to owners_of new rental prop- 
erty to charge off depreciation, for 
income tax purposes at a rate that 
will encourage rental building. 

Noting the interest of the Urban 
League—a social service agency 
for Negroes—in the problem of 
Negro housing, Wyatt said it was 
the policy of his agency “that 
the homes and apartments now 
being built under the veterans’ 
emergency program be aVailable 
to minority group veterans pro- 
portionate to their population ra- 
tio and financial ability to pur- 
chase or rent.” Officials handling 
priorities for materials have been 
instructed to seek co-opération of 
private developers in complying 
with this policy, he explained. 

“In addition,” he declared, “the 
National Housing Agency has 
stated that if all other efforts to 
carry out this policy should fail, 
the housing expediter will invoke 
his power to earmark veterans’ 
building priorities for housing 
available to minority group vet- 
erans until they have received 
their fair share of dwellings un- 
der the veterans’ program.” 

The luncheon gathering, about 
400 persons,

dorse the bill pending in the Leg- 
islature for continuation of the 
tax subsidy for mass housing here.

SPRINGFIELD (MASS.) PAPERS 
IDLE IN STRIKE OF 3 UNIONS 


SPRINGFIELD, Mass., Sept. 26 
(AP)—Operation of four Spring- 
field newspapers was halted today 
by a strike of three mechanical 
unions, those of the printers, 
pressmen and stereotypers. The 
Management said there was “no 
immediate prospect of resuming 
publication.” 

The two morning newspapers, 
the Republican and the Morning 
Union, went to press before the 
workers quit, but no attempt was 
being made to publish the evening 
papers, the Daily News and Eve- 
ning Union. Editorial workers re- 
ported as usual, 

Joseph O'Neil, representing the 
stereotypers, said the three unions 
had agreed not to resume work 
until they obtained recognition 
from the management as bargain- 
ing agents for their members. He 
said the unions had attempted to 
submit a contract calling for a 
$60 weekly wage, but that the con- 
tract had been returned and that

‘NAME BAND’ MEMBERS HELD 
TO BE BALLROOM EMPLOYES 


A decision that members of 
“name bands” appearing’ at a 
ballroom are employes of the ball- 
room for the period of their ap- 
pearance was handed down by the 
United States Circuit Court of 
Appeals yesterday. 

Several St. Louis establishments 


employing “name bands,” includ- 
ing Hotel Chase, have paid social 
security and withholding taxes on 
band members appearing there 
but under protest. Hotel Chase 
has sued for a $14,081 refund of 
taxes paid on band members. The 
Court of Appeals decision was on 
a case sent from the United States 
District Court for the Southern 
District of Iowa. The higher court 
reversed a decision there of Judge 
Charles A. Dewey, who had held 
that members of bands appearing 
at a ballroom were not employes. 

Judge Harvey M. Johnsen of the 
Court of Appeals, who wrote the 
decision, held that an employer- 
employe relationship was _ estab- 
lished under terms of the contract, 
provided by the musicians’ union, 
under which the bands were 
hired. Judge Joseph W. Wood- 
rough concurred. Judge Archibald 
K. Gardner, the third member of 
the Court of Appeals, dissented, 
holding that the employer-employe 
relationship set up by the contract 
was a “fiction.”

Schooled in Commu- 
nist Dogma They Need 
No Instructions. 


By WILLIAM B. KING 


(Whe has just returned from tix years in 
and near the Russian Sphere.) 


NEW YORK, Sept. 26 (AP)— 
“Orders from Moscow” is a phrase 
frequently heard when outsiders 
discuss the political situation is 
the Communist-dominated co 
tries of eastern Europe. Leaders 
of these countries vehemently deny 
all that the term implies. 

Just what form and amount of 
control does Russia exercise over 
the government of a neighboring 
Communist state such as Yugo- 
slavia? That is a question fre- 
quently asked but never authori- 
tatively answered. 

My observations in countries 
where Communists hold key posi- 
tions? such as Bulgaria or Ro- 
mania, or where they exercise 
complete control, as in Yugoslavia, 
have convinced me that. control 
from Moscow is much more subtle 
than generally is supposed in the 
United States. 

People who visualize Generalis- 
simo Joseph Stalin picking up the 


telephone and calling Marshal 


Tito with instructions are way off 
the beam. 

Of course, the policy of Commu- 
nists in eastern European govern- 
ments meshes smoothly with the 
policy of the Kremlin. Events of 
the last two years make that 
amply clear. But anyone who 
thinks that this is brought about 
through detailed and specific or- 
ders from Moscow underestimates 
the vitality and energy of the 
Communist movement. 


Don’t Need Instructions. 

Communist politicians don’t get 
minute instructions for their daily 
work, because they don’t need 
them. They know their jobs. They 
know what is expected of them. 
They know their Marxist dogma, 
and they know how this theory 
has been implemented and inter- 
preted by Lenin and Stalin. 

Marshal Tito, for instance, got 
his first lessons in Communist rev- 
olutionary technique when he 
fought with the Red Army in the 
last year of the first world war. 
He previously had deserted the 
Austro-Hungarian army to throw 
in his lot with the Russians. 

From that time Tito devoted his 
life to the revolution. He was 
sentenced to prison in his native 
Croatia for Communist agitation. 
He was an important cog in the 
Communist organization which 
smuggled men from the Balkan 
countries to fight on the side of 
republican Spain in that country’s 
civil war. 

He was living the life of a fugi- 
tive in Yugoslavia when the Ger- 
mans marched in in 1941. His 
whole adult life was a preparation 
for the role he was to play when 
opportunity presented. 


Dimitrov’s Training. 

Or take another example, Georgi 
Dimitrov, Bulgaria’s chief Com- 
munist and apparently inevitable 
choice for president in the new 
Bulgarian republic. 

This black-moustached, gray- 
maned old veteran of intrigue and 
agitation had to flee his native 
Bulgaria on the wave of Commu- 
nist persecution in the years im- 
mediately after the first world 
war. 


His home became any spot in 


Europe where the Communist un- 
derground needed him. His life, 
as surely as that of any of the 
top leaders in Soviet Russia, was 
devoted to the idea of revolution. 
This life came to a climax in 
Germany with the Reichstag fire 
trial of 1933, when he made a fool 
of Hermann Goering of the then- 
budding Nazi party. The fame that 
came with his acquittal destroyed 
his value as an underground 
worker, so Dimitrov moved up to 
bigger and more important jobs. 
He returned to Russia to head the 
Comintern, devoted to world revo- 
lution, 

The list of such men with simi- 
lar backgrounds who hold Gov- 
ernmental positions in eastern 


Europe could be multiplied a} J 


hundred-fold. The general outline 
of each life is the same. 

To assume that such men have 
to ask Stalin how to run a revolu- 
tion is like saying that a feather- 
weight champion doesn’t know 
how to fight just because he 
doesn’t operate in the same divi- 
sion with heavyweight Joe Louis. 

Policies Co-ordinated, 

This does not mean that there 
are no conferences between lead- 
ers in Russian and Communist 
statesmen of other countries to 
co-ordinate policy in international 
affairs. Such meetings are fre- 
quent. 

Just as Stalin has his Politburo 
to make poli¢y with him, so have 
Tito and Dimitrov their top Com- 
munist colleagues to share respon- 
sibility. 

That the policy of these groups 
and other similar ones in other 
countries should adhere to a con- 
sistent line is inevitable. If one 
such group sought to strike out 
on its own it probably would find 
all support from Russia suddénly 
withdrawn, 

If Communist dogma and his- 
tory is not enough to insure con-

The foregoing is the considered 
opinion of national leaders of or- 
ganized labor, interviewed by the 
Post-Dispatch in an inquiry de- 
signed to appraise factually the 
over-all Communist influence on 
labor in this country. The inquiry 
embraced also information from 
representatives of industry and 
highly-placed sources in Govern- 
ment circles. 

Consensus was that Commu- 
nism, as it exists in the labor 
movement today, exercises a dis- 
quieting and irritating influence 
rather than a force sufficient to 
do more than seize temporary 
control of certain unions and in- 
stigate compromises on policy in 
some others. 

Such men of varying and often 
antagonistic philosophies as Wil- 
liam Green, president of the con- 
servative AFL, which has only a 
left-wing fringe, and Philip 
Murray, head of the militant CIO, 
to whom Communistic influences 
in several unions are constant 
headaches, arrived at one area of 
agreement. Both are fundamental- 
ly opposed to Communism and 
both regard its position in the 
ranks of 15,000,000 organized 
American wage earners as repre- 
senting a vociferous minority. 

Powerful in Some Unions. 
Viewpoints of the labor leaders, 

including John L. Lewis, bellicose 
boss of the United Mine Workers, 
differ on how to treat the Com- 
munist problem. They ranged 
from outright denunciations by 
Green, Lewis and other AFL 
heads, sometimes implemented by 
official purges, to what amounts 
to a top CIO policy of temporiza- 
tion, prompted by a belief that 
the rank and file eventually 
would select officers in the demo- 
cratic tradition of the nation. 
In some large CIO unions the 
disciplined “left wing” bloc is in 
the administrative saddle — al- 
though forced to compromise 
many of its policies—and the in- 
articulate majority, representing 
many, common to all unions, who 
don't attend meetings has yet to 
display its latent strength. 

The CIO came by its relatively 
strong left wing groups naturally. 
Now only 10 years old, it grew 
overnight as the powerful organ- 
izing force of mass industrial 
workers on a vertical basis, The

President Green of the Ameri- 
can Federation of Labor pointed 
out that the official position of

The AFL leader asserted that 
the CIO policies were formulated 
by Communists. He said he knew 
that Philip Murray was not per- 
sonally a Communist and conceded 
that he didn’t think the Commun- 
ists were in a majority in the CIO, 
but he felt “that a minority shapes 
the policies.” 

“As far as the American Federa- 
tion of Labor is concerned,” Green 
asserted, “the Communist move- 
ment doesn’t even threaten us. 
Why, representatives of the CIO 
make trips to Moscow. We do 
not do so. And we have declined 
to join the World Federation of 
Trade Unions because we regard 
it as a transmission belt for Sov- 
iet foreign policy among the work- 
ers of the world.” 


Green expressed the opinion 
that the labor movement as a 
whole, including independent un- 
ions, was not menaced by Com- 
munism. He said that the AFL's 
position is the same today as it 
was 50 years ago when it announc- 
ed its economic philosophy, based 
on the right to establish free dem- 
ocratic trade unions and the right 
of free collective bargaining.

Top diplo- 
matic authorities also noted the 
importance of Greek developments 
to relations between Russia and 
the great vowers. 


One key to the fighting in 
Greece is the fact that the bor- 
ders between that country and Al- 
bania and Yugoslavia are part of 
the frontier between the Western 
world and Soviet Russia. 


Beyond this are traditional ri- 
valries and conflicts between the 
peoples of southeastern Europe 
and the tragic economic and politi- 
cal disintegration left in Greece 
at the end of the war. All these

e. 


When Soviet charges of Greek 
threats to the peace were before 
the United Nations Security Coun- 
cil recently, the American Govern- 
ment proposed a method of pro- 
cedure and some persons here be- 
lieve the proposal might be re- 
newed. 


Proposed a Commission. 
While the Soviet view was that 
the Greeks themselves were creat- 
ing a threat to the peace and the 
British put the blame on Alba- 
nian and Yugoslav sources, the 
United States suggested that the 
Security Council appoint a com- 
mission to find out exactly what 
are the causes of trouble along 
the Greek borders. 

Britain went along with the 
American suggestion more or less 
unenthusiastically, according to- 
diplomatic informants here. Rus- 
sia on the other hand objected to 
any council procedure which might 
appear to cast blame on either 
Yugoslavia or Albania and nothing 
came of the American proposal. 
The general feeling of hope for 
renewed co-operation among the 
great powers engendered by Prime 
Minister Stalin’s statement earlier 
this week appears to be the basis 
for belief on the part of authori- 
ties here that the Greek situation 
can be kept under control. How- 
ever, it is admitted to be the sort 
of explosive circumstance which 
could cause much greater trouble 
if it got out of hand.

Scientists Fix Center of Blast 
By Triangulating Shadows of || Reform Program 
Objects Imprinted in Stone | pian

APANESE physicists, who knew a great deal about atom‘e 
fission (one of them owned a cyclotron), worried about lin- 
gering radiation at Hiroshima, and in mid-August, not 


many days after President Truman’s disclosure of the type of 


investigations. 


The first thing they did was 
roughly to determine a center by 
observing the side on which tele- 
phone poles all around the heart 
of the town were scorched; they 
settled on the torii gateway of 
the Gokoku Shrine, right next to 
the parade ground of the Chu- 
goku Regional Army Headquar- 
ters. 

From there, they worked north 
and south with Lauritsen electro- 
scopes, which are sensitive to 
both beta rays and gamma rays. 

These indicated that the high- 
est intensity of radioactivity, near 
the torii, was 4.2 times the aver- 
age natural “leak” of ultra-short 
waves for the earth of that area. 


The scientists noticed that the 
flash of the bomb had discolored 
concrete to a light reddish tint, 
had scaled off the surface of 
granite, and had scorched certain 
other types of building material, 
and that consequently the bomb 
had, in some places, left prints 
of the shadows that had been cast 
by its light. 

The experts found, for instance, 
a permanent shadow thrown on 
the roof of the Chamber of Com- 
merce Building (220 yards from 
the rough center) by the struc- 
ture’s rectangular tower; several 
others in the lookout post on top 
of the Hypothec Bank (2050

Reich Financial 


Would Replace 
Marks With New 
Currency, Wipe Out 
German Debt. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 26 (AP). 
HE United States has pro- 
posed a three-point financial 
reform in Germany which 

would replace present Reichs- 
marks with a new type currency 
as a step toward combatting infla- 
tion. 

Government officials told a re- 
porter yesterday the plan would 
involve virtual repudiation of the 
400 billion Reichsmark national 
debt and the drastic scaling down 
of private obligations and bank 
deposits. 

American representatives in Ber- 
lin, they said, are discussing the 
proposal with Russian, French and 
British officials in the finance di- 
rectorate of the Allied Control 
Council, 4 

Chief features of the plan, as 
now drawn up, are these: 

1. Calling in of all reichs- 
marks in the four Allied zones 
and exchanging them for smaller 
amounts of new currency. This 
is designed to help check infla- 
tion by bringing the money sup- 
ply in Germany more nearly in 
line with the amount of goods 
available. 

2. Levying of heavy taxes on 
“tangible property” such as un- 
damaged homes, and buildings, 
for payment into a “war losses 
equalization fund.” 

3. Distribution of the proceeds 
from this fund to non-Nazi Ger- 
mans who suffered heavy prop- 
erty and financial losses as re- 
sult of the war or because of 
reparations, 

This last point is aimed at equal- 
izing the losses the Germans must 
bear and to prevent profiteers 
from getting rich during the re- 
construction period. 

Reaction of Russia, France and 
Britain to the plan is not known, 
officials here said, although their 
representatives previously had 
agreed that some sort of a drastic 
financial revision of German fi- 
nances is necessary.

To Seek Peaceful Understanding 


With Russia, Joseph Alsop Says 


War Almost Certain if Agreement Has Not 


Been Reached by Time Russia Gets 


Weapon He Asserts—Points Out That 


Space Would Give Reds Edge.

HEN there is danger—even remote danger—of war, it is neces- 
sary to give consideration to the time factor. 


What situation 


will usher in the crisis, and how long will it take for that situa- 
tion to arise? This is another of those questions which the men in 
Paris, who are debating peace and thinking of war, do not permit to 
creep into their public speeches, But it can be said on ample evidence 
that the question has not been banished from their minds. 


The key to the time factor can be given in three words—the atom 
bomb. Atomic armaments are now of value to us, in blunt language, 
because they give us time in which to seek an understanding with 
the Soviet Union. Until the Soviet Union is equipped with atomic 


armaments, war is unlikely. 


Although they have largely con- 
cealed it from their people, the 
Soviet leaders know the meaning 
of the bomb. At Potsdam, when 
the secret was disclosed to him, 
Premier Stalin dropped his guard 
and showed visible dismay for the 
first time in the history of the 
wartime meetings. Much more re- 
cently, Foreign Minister Molotov 
is known to have admitted to 
certain of his non-Soviet confed- 
erates that the bomb gave the 
Western powers “temporary” mili- 
tary superiority. 

No Final Clash Likely Now. 

For the present, therefore, there 
will be crises. There will be 
thrusts to test our strength and 
firmness. There will be under- 
ground and indirect aggression. 
But there will be no final clash 
unless the Soviet leaders misjudge 
a situation and go too far to with- 
draw. 

Eventually, however, the suc- 
cessful manufacture of atomic 
armaments will restore to the So- 
viet leaders the military confi- 
dence which they now lack. And 
if in the interval the West has 
not surrendered, and no under- 
standing has been achieved be- 
tween the West and the Soviet 
Union, war will then be almost 
certain. Then the military advan- 
tage will be all on the Soviet side. 


This is something that it is vital- 
ly important to grasp. The quick- 


est way to grasp it is by studying 
the British position, as set forth 


in the official estimate prepared 
some months ago for the Cabinet 
by the British chiefs of staff. Its 
known findings were: First, that 
the British Isles could not be suc- 
cessfully defended against atomic 
weapons; and second, that since 
the British Isles were indefensible, 
consideration should be given to 
transferring essential war manu- 
factures to the dominions and 
colonies, 


Recently, a man well qualified 
to speak with authority put the 
point rather more vividly. He was 
discussing the strategic meaning 
of the long-range rockets that the 
Soviets have been showering over 
Scandinavia from centers in Ger- 
many. These centers, incidentally, 
in themselves constitute a flagrant 
violation of a solemn treaty. He 
pointed out that the rockets al- 
ready in use were capable of sub- 
jecting Britain to a hideous ordeal, 
comparable to what it would have 
had to withstand if Adolf Hitler 
had been ready to use his V-2s in 
mass in 1942 or 1943. 


“We are now the Malta of the 
next war,” he remarked wryly. 
“And when an enemy can put 
atomic warheads into those 
rockets, I’m afraid we shall be 
the Pantelleria.” 

British Lack Space. 

What Britain lacks, and what 
the Soviets have, is space. Space 
is vital, because dispersion is the 
only real defense against atomic

Recently one, a father of six 
children all under nine years of age, 
earning $34 a week, had his rent raised 
from $19 to $29. Three of the children 
were not considered in making deduc- 
tions for dependents, The wife, a care- 
ful manager, is very much discouraged. 
With the prices of food and clothing 
she does not see how she can manage. 

When World War II broke out Amer- 
fica was very glad to call in the families 
who had sacrificed to rear six and seven 


ehildren during the depression, to give 


up their sons for the army and their 
daughters for defense work. I believe 
that we single people, childless couples, 
and one or two children families have a 
real need to be considerate of large 
families.

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Killing of William Howard 


William Howard, a Negro garage worker, was 
eating a watermelon in an alley between Lawton 
and Pine, just east of Cardinal avenue, on Aug. 
28. He was cutting slices off the watermelon 
with a small penknife, William J. Niggemann, 
a white policeman off duty at the time, turned 
into the alley in his private automobile. A few 
seconds later, William Howard was shot in the 
abdomen by Officer Niggemann and fatally 
wounded. He died a few hours later. 

Niggemann’s story is that he honked his horn, 
but Howard refused to get out of his way, and 
the two exchanged heated words. Howard then, 
according to Niggemann, approached the patrol- 
man, who remained seated in his halted auto- 
When Howard was a foot away, said 
the officer, he raised his knife threateningly. 
The officer said he picked up his revolver, which 
was lying on the seat of the car, and shot 
the man. 

Witnesses added details and contradictions to 
the story. One witness said Niggemann’s car 
stopped after it had passed Howard and he said: 
“Why don't you move, fool?” Then Howard 
“walked toward the car and asked the man 
what did he say. I then saw the man in the 
car point a gun at William Howard and fire it.” 
The witness said there was no telling Niggemann 
was a policeman because he did not have his 
badge or his cap on. 

On Aug. 30, a Coroner’s inquest was held and 
a verdict of justifiable homicide was returned. 
Because of the nature of the proceedings at this 
inquest, further inquiry into the killing of Wil- 
liam Howard should be made. We refer par- 
ticularly to the conduct of Coroner Thomas F. 
Callanan and Thomas E. Dowling, Assistant Cir- 
cuit Attorney, who was there to represent the 
State. 

It was their duty to bring out the facts to 
enable the Coroner’s jury to make a decision. 
But many facts still await the light of day. Nig- 
gemann said Howard grabbed at the open car 


door and raised a knife, but some witnesses said 


they didn’t see Howard do either. Niggemann 
said the knife was in Howard's left hand; wit- 
nesses said it was in his right hand. Niggemann 


_ testified that “he had me covered with the knife 


before I could move,” whereupon the officer 
said he reached for his gun and shot. Witnesses 
said Howard stood there, knife in one hand and 
watermelon in the other. 

Yet Coroner Callanan and Attorney Dowling 
accepted Niggemann’s statement without much 
question. Dowling didn’t question him at all, 


although he subjected Negro witnesses to close , 


cross-questioning. Treatment of witnesses was 
offensive and intimidating, as if they were the 
It appeared to onlookers that 
Mr. Dowling, instead of representing the State 
was advocating the cause of Officer Niggemann. 

Because of such behavior in the inquest—as 
well as because of the intrinsic facts of the case 
as related by Niggemann himself—further in- 
quiry should be held. Such fast gunplay by a 
policeman not readily identifiable as such is a 
matter of general community concern. Circuit 
Attorney Griffin told the Post-Dispatch today 
that he would present the matter to the current 
grand jury. 

In view of the biased presentation of the case 
by his assistant, Mr. Dowling, at the inquest, the 
jury should be on guard lest it be party to a 
perfunctory whitewash. If the grand jury is 
not satisfied with the Circuit Attorney’s presen- 
tation, it should make its own inquiry. 

As the grand jury well knows, it is not a 
creature of the Circuit Attorney. It is a free 
agent. It has broad powers as an independent 
committee of the people, appointed to guard the 
public welfare. If the grand jury pleases, it 
can order the Circuit Attorney or his assistants 
from the room, call its own witnesses and con- 
duct its own investigation. 

Unless a fair and complete examination of 
the killing of William Howard is made, a shadow 
will be cast upon this community and a feeling 
will be engendered that justice has been frus- 
trated. Officer Niggemann himself, if he feels 
he was justified in this hasty shooting, should 
welcome a grand jury hearing of the case. The 
verdict of the Coroner’s jury, because of the 
conduct of the inquest, settles nothing. 
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Reasonable View of the Toledo Plan 


The St. Louis Junior Chamber of Commerce 
has taken an intelligent approach to the Toledo 
industrial peace plan, proposed for this area by 
Mayor Kaufmann, This management group has 
indorsed the plan and offered to co-operate with 
it. At the same time, the Junior Chamber rec- 
ognizes that the real test of this local mediation 
process is how it operates, and it cannot be 
tested unless it is given a chance. 

Surely the AFL business agents, who are the 
only group to have rejected the plan, could view 
it with the same reasonableness that the young 
management organization has shown. The AFL 
would risk nothing by joining in a conciliation 
plan here, for it is purely voluntary. And it 
would gain a real voice in its operation. The 
AFL unions should think hard before finally re- 
fusing to co-operate in this community effort, 
for the public is aroused to the need for pro- 
tection against the endless confusion and waste 
of needless strikes.

Well, we 
don’t know about that, but it certainly did in- 
terrupt the President’s nap. 
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A Matter for the Courts 


Chaos continues in the metropolitan area of 
Pittsburgh. Striking members of the Power 
Workers’ Union refuse to consider an offer by 
the Duquesne Light Co. to settle the wage dis- 
pute until the city lifts its injunction forbidding 
the strike. Thus, the strikers add still another 
act of defiance against the public safety and wel- 
fare of Pittsburgh to those which are already a 
matter of record in this irresponsible and crip- 
pling labor action. 

The injunction of the City of Pittsburgh 
against the strikers is of doubtful legality. That 
is admitted. But the fact remains the city ob- 
tained it not at the outset of the dispute but as 
a last resort. The place to test the injunction 
is in the courts, not in the union ballot box. 
Courts are for union members as well as for 
electric power consumers. 

If the union can appreciate its own plight, to 
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say nothing of that of the people of Pittsburgh, 
it will entér upon settlement negotiations at 
once and fight out its case against the injunc- 
tion in the courts of Pennsylvania. 
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Steak for Election Day? 

House Majority Leader McCormack wants 
price controls on meat and other scarce foods 
suspended 60 days and maybe permanently. It 
is impossible not to believe that he has Nov. 5 
in mind. Republican Chairman Reece imme- 
diately branded the plea “cheap politics” and 
“chicanery.” Probably every Congressman is 
being deluged with complaints from meat- 
hungry constituents. The vote-getting motive, 
however, is not sufficient, and to let it prevail 
would only leave the American diet much worse 
in the end. 

Secretary Anderson, surely a greater partisan 
of the farmer than Mr. McCormack is, answered 
Mr. McCormack’s plea before it was ever an- 
nounced, Too much meat came to market dur- 
ing the July-August price-control holiday, he 
said—too much because the animals were under- 
weight. We ate some of next winter’s meat and 
cannot eat it again. Under restored controls, 
producers are feeding the bountiful new grain 
to underweight stock, which is what they should 
be doing. “The result may not be apparent for 
months to come, but it will be more meat than 
we otherwise would have.” 

There is too little meat stock on the farms. 
A political price-control holiday would speed a 
new flood of lightweight animals to market 
and make the day of reckoning—which will be, 
to be sure, after the election—still more grim. 
Either we go short of meat a couple of months 
now or we go very much shorter next winter 
and spring. | 

Notwithstanding this perfectly clear situation, 
Mr. McCormack hinted that he may win Presi- 
dent Truman’s support. After the President 
shot a torpedo into wage stabilization in the re- 
cent AFL seamen settlement, that outcome is 
not inconceivable. Just the same, the President’s 
support would be a cheap kind of vote-buying.

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Russian Suspicion at Lake Success 

It was not necessary to wait long after Marshal 
Stalin’s comments on world affairs to see the 
difference pointed up between his professed re- 
liance on collaboration and the Russian prac- 
tice of suspicion and distrust with respect to 
the United States and Britain. While Stalin’s 
words were being reread for meaning between 
the lines, Soviet Delegate Gromyko tried to get 
the UN meeting at Lake Success to order an in- 
ventory of American and British troops abroad. 
The proposal was voted down, 7 to 2. Only Po- 
land’s delegate joined Gromyko. 

Such a proposal could hardly have been made 
in the best of faith. American military strength 
in Germany, for example, has been a matter of 
public record more or less from V-E day to the 
present. Our commanders have made frequent 
statements concerning redeployment quotas and 
the size of forces which would remain after cer- 
tain dates. The 35,000 strength of Gen. Har- 
mon’s constabulary in the United States zone 
has been widely publicized. 

Moreover, Russian officers and correspondents 
have been permitted to visit American installa- 
tions and in relatively large numbers. They 
know approximately what strength we have in 
Germany, in Austria and in other countries 
abroad. Quite properly the war crimes trials 
at Nuernberg have caused a good-sized Russian 
colony to be set up for many months in the heart 
of the American zone. The Russians certainly 
have seen and know more about us in Europe 
than we have seen of them and their activities. 

Was the question of American and British sol- 
dier strength around the world picked up by the 
Russians as a means for mischief-making? It is 
hard to come to any other conclusion. In any 
case, it was the second vote within a week in 
which Russia and Poland stood alone against the 
other powers. It would be bad for that division 
to become a habit—bad, among other things, for 
Marshal Stalin’s words about collaboration.

Club in a huff. Wovldn’t it be friendly for some- 
one to suggest to Mr. Nolte that he should get 
his temper under a little better comptrol?

That, Archbishop, is the Life, the kind we 
always thought of with a capital L away back 
there before learning how acutely and stub- 
bornly uncapitalized it usually manages to re- 
main. 

It is well enough to ride in the cab of a loco- 
motive engine. It is fine to ride an elephant in 
the opening grand march of the circus, depicting 
the splendor of the Sultan’s court. But for the 
nectar without a dreg, the rose without a thorn, 
the toot without a regret, give us a ride with a 
police escort.

struction. 


That mighty cantilever which projects 


my house over a kitchen yard or a water- 
fall, the lacustrian vertiginous Lally col- 
umn, the “stressed skin” and the flexible 
wall, the fanaticisms of glass brick, the 
strange hoverings of my house above the 
firm earth; these strike my eyes but not 
my heart. A master can—at his peril—use 
them; but for human nature’s daily use we 
have still proportion, homely ordinance, 
quiet wall surfaces, good manners, common 
sense and love. These also are excellent 
building materials. 

It should be understood that I do not de- 
epise the gifts of our new sciences; and cer- 
tainly the architects of the 1920s—Le Cor- 
busier, Oud, Mies van der Rohe and Gro- 
pius—made convincing demonstrations of 
the utility of these in an art of expression. 
They used structural inventions not for 
their own sake or yet for the sake of econ- 
omy and convenience merely but as ele- 
ments in a language.

We must rely not upon the wonder and 
drama of our inventions but upon the qual- 
ities, beyond wonder and beyond utility, 
which we can give them. Take, for ex- 
ample, space. 


Even an “Engineered House” 


Modern space can be bent or curved; it 
can move or be static, rise or press down- 
ward, flow through glass walls to join the 
space of patio or garden, break into frag- 
ments around alcoves and galleries, filter 
through curtains or end abruptly against 
a stone wall. 

When I think of all these elements, so 
varied, so impressible, so unhackneyed, 
which lie at our hand ready to be fused 
into the patterns of our houses, I am as- 
tonished that architects should have need 
of a science to sustain their role in the 
life of our times. We must have—God 
forgive us—an engineered house. 

I have heard architects explain with 
formulae, calculation, diagram and all man- 
ner of auricular language, the advantages 
of the glass wall—of wide areas of plate 
glass opening on a garden—when all that 
Was necessary was to say that here is one 
of the loveliest ideas eyer entertained by 
an architect. 

I shall not imagine for my future house 
a romantie owner, nor shall I justify this 
client’s preferences as those foibles and 
aberrations usually referred to as “human 
nature.” No, he shall be a modern owner, 
a post-modern owner, if such a thing is 
conceivable, 

Free from all sentimentality or fantasy 
or caprice, his vision, his tastes, his habits 
of thought shall be those most serviceable 
to a collective-industrial scheme of life: 


A Refuge From Mechanics 


Even so, he will claim for himself some 
inner experiences, free from outward con- 
trol, unprofaned by the collective con- 
science. That opportunity, when all the 
world is socialized, mechanized and stand- 
ardized will yet be discoverable in the 
home. : 

It will be the architect’s task, as it is 
now, to comprehend that loyalty—to com- 
prehend it more firmly than any one else 
—and, undefeated by all the armaments of 
industry, to bring it out in its true and 
beautiful character. Houses will still be 
built out of human hearts.

Locked Up in Utopia 


ECONOMICS IN ONE LESSON, by Henry Hazilit. 

(Harper & Bros., New York.) 

An orthodox Keynesian will love the title 
Henry Hazlitt has given to his 222 pages 
of “Hazlitt economic theory.” He will say 
it has been superbly chosen because the 
New York Times’s chief economics writer 
never got to the second lesson. 

Carping to the side, this little study 


makes some remarkably trenchant obser- 4 


vations but a larger number of horrendous 
and asinine ones, Mr. Hazlitt sets up an 
ideal criterion for testing economic beliefs, 
but then locks himself in his own Utopia 
of phobias and throws away the keys. He 
preaches eloquently, practices wretchedly. 

“The art of economics,” he postulates at 
the outset, “consists in looking not merely 
at the immediate but at the longer effects 
of any act or policy; it consists in tracing 
the consequences of that policy not merely 
for one group but for all groups.” And he 
rings down the curtain: “To see the prob- * 
lem as a whole, not in fragments: that is 
the goal of economic science.“ 

* * 

Well said! But its author really doesn’t 
believe this. Else he wouldn’t be tripped 
into the fallacies to which he has suc- 
cumbed. For him society apparently is 
static; it has reached an evident state of 
perfection. Everything operates on those 
two ends of the perfect economic balahce— 
supply and demand, In believing this, and 
locking himself in four square walls, 4x4, — 
he is able to justify his pet prejudices 
against anything Keynesian in theory and 
New Dealish in application. 

He thus sets up a target area which ean- 
not be missed by darts thrown against def- 
icit spending, subsidies, price controls and 
other necessities of modern economy. These 
devices, he contends, are insidious: they do 
not help society as a whole, they rob Peter 
to pay Paul. 

Mr. Hazlitt has hit hard—and well—on. 
the errors of bad managment of the econ- 
omy. But this does not validate his use of 
bad practices to prove bad theory. Even if 
the managers of the economy have made . 
ill-advised judgments, a twentieth century 
economy cannot run unbridled. In his own 
myriads of inconsistency he has failed to 
distinguish between practice and theory. 

* * - 


Were his antidotes to regulation to be 
employed, we could have monopoly and ex- 
cessive concentration of wealth, at the very 
least. But that wouldn’t bother him. Any- 
thing is better, he implies, than garish 
New Deal planning. 

Mr. Hazlitt’s economics might be toler- 
able in his own simple Utopia, or in the 
eighteenth century. But the world today. 
is as simple neither as his private cell nor 
as it was two centuries ago. Machines 
which throw men out of work cannot, as 
he implies, immediately create new de- 
mands to make other work for the dis- 
placed. Some social provision must be 
made for the victims of technology and the 
march of economic science. They cannot 
be left to the mercy of supply and demand, 

It Mr. Hazlitt’s lesson is to contain any 
value—beyond his illuminating comments 
on the evils of parity and tariffe—he will 
have to begin all over and adhere rigidly 
to his own precepts, The world has changed 
since the days of Adam Smith. It must be 
geen as a whole, indeed; but as a whole in 
the fourth decade of the twentieth cen- 
tury.

and stopping aggression — and a 

confirmation that this policy is 
working. 

For unless Marshal Stalin were 
seriously worried, we can be sure 
that the Red Czar of all the Rus- 
sias, old and new, would never 
| have condescended to unburden 
himself to one of the foreign cor- 
_gspondents he habitally keeps 
penned up in Moscow. 


Some Curious Answers. 


|. Stalin’s answers are of varying 
value. What is the use of the 
Marshal stating that he does “not 
believe in the real danger of a 
new war“? For supposing that 
he did believe in a new war, sup- 
pose that he were plotting one, 
can we imagine that he would ad- 
mit the fact? 

Or again, supposing that Stalin 
believes that peaceful co-opera- 
tion between the Soviet Union 
and the outside world is impos- 
sible, can we imagine him saying 
#0 to a foreigner? Would it not 
be to his advantage to prevent the 
outside world from discovering the 
impossibility as long as possible, 
in order that it might not inter- 
fere to prevent further expansion 
of the Soviet Union? 

Several other answers by the 

Soviet Marshal are, to say the 
‘least, curious. For instance, if he 
is sure that the United States and 
Britain could not create a 
“capitalist encirclement” of the 
Soviet Union, then it is time he 
was telling his friends and dupes 
‘fn the outside world. For that 
‘is just about what these people, 
including Henry Wallace, accuse 
the United States and Britain of 
doing. 
How can Marshal Stalin object 
to the presence of American troops 
in China when, by the Russo- 
Soviet treaty, he himself pledged 
to “support the national govern- 
ment of China?” Stalin is not 
keeping his word. 


A Clever Move. 


' The Marshal’s explanation that 
his German policy is not directed 
against the West but aims purely 
at the demilitarization and dem- 
ocratization” of Germany demon- 
strates his realization that at pres- 
ent the democracies hold the 
upper hand in Germany. How can 
anyone claim to be demilitarizing 


Germany by re-starting its arma- 
ment factories—which is what 
Stalin is doing there? Why talk 
of democracy under a tyrannical 
one-party dictatorship? Must we 
always be plagued by willful Rus- 
sian distortion of the meaning of 
common words? 

The Marshal indulges in one 
deliberate prevarication, This is 
when he pronounces the “accusa- 
tion to the effect that the policy 
of the Communist parties of 
Europe is dictated by Moscow” 
to be “absurd.” “Absurd” is Mar- 
shal Stalin’s hope that knowledge- 
able people can be induced to be- 
lieve his prevarication. 

Finally, it is unfortunate for the 
world that the Marshal’s military 
advisers have not yet convinced 
him that atomis bombs can and 
if trouble comes, will, decide the 
outcome of war. If he were con- 
vinced, he might be acting a little 
less brashly. 

Conclusion: the Stalin-Werth in- 
terview is a more or less clever 
move in a campaign to dupe the 
democratic peoples. It will not 
promote world peace. 


What Stalin Could Do. 


Yet the Marshal has at his dis- 
posal one crushing argument — 
acts, not words. If he really 
wants peace, he might: 

1. Implement the Yalta pledges 
and permit the Eastern European 
peoples to introduce real demo- 
cratic procedures, 

2. Pull his troops out of Austria 
and live up to the first Moscow 
Agreement about that country. 

3. Begin assisting the Chinese 
National Government against the 
Communists and allow divided Ko- 
rea to live. 

4. Reduce his monstrous armies 
to, let us say, the American level. 

5. Quit fomenting Communist 
and pseudo-communist parties in 
the countries of the Middle East. 

6. Pipe down Marshal Tito and 
explain that Yugoslavia is not go- 
ing to have Trieste. 

7. Withdraw his imperialist and 
absurd claims on the Dardanelles 
and on the Turkish districts of 
Kars and Ardahan. 

By doing any or all these things, 
the Marshal could begin to show 
that he does indeed want peace 
and that the Byrnes resistance 
policy is perhaps unnecessary. 
Otherwise Americans will do well 
to pay exclusive attention to 


Brother Stalin’s acts—and ignore 
his glib words.

Yet he has the 
gift of compromise, which is the 
key tq the success with which 
the Swedes have managed their 
affairs in recent times. Per Al- 
bin, as all Sweden calls him, is 
also perhaps the least egotistical 
man I ever encountered in public 
life. When he is asked what is 
the chief reason Sweden was able 
to avoid war, he replies jovially, 
“good luck.” 


Russia Is “Good Pay.” 


In the view of the Prime Min- 
ister, the new trade agreement 


with Russia, which calls for vast 
Russian purchases in Sweden, is 
merely one part of Sweden’s post- 
war commerce. It represents 
part of an effort of planned so- 
ciety to keep prosperity at a 
high level and to prevent unem- 
ployment. 

The negotiations with the So- 
viet Union have not been easy. 
The Russians presented a list of 
what they wanted over a five-year 
period. The Swedish negotiators 
replied that their industrialists 
could not adjust their production 
to such demands. This reply 
seemed to surprise the Russians 
greatly and they intimated that 
any really strong government 
would simply order it done. 


The Swedes came back with a 


list of goods they would be able 
¢o furnish. This was drawn up 


ith Great Britain will be nearly 
wice as large, and this last is 
also based on extensive credits. 
Members of the Government 
protest that agreements with 
England and Russia do not inter- 
fere with the future pattern of 
multilateral trade sought by the 
United States. They say they are 
putting into all agreements a 
clause stating that the agreement 
must be brought into conformity 
with the terms of the world trade 
association which the U.S.A. hopes 
to establish. 

Yet, in spite of all these reassur- 
ances, many observers here are 
fearful of what the outcome may 
be. There are doubts over the 
reported escape clause in the 
agreement which is said to permit 
the Russians to pay back credits 
within wide limits of discretion. 
They might make use of the 
clause to dump goods or gold at a 
time when the Western democ- 
racies were embarrassed by un- 
employment or price difficulties. 


Bridge for the West. 


Doubts also exist on the score 
of the goods which the Swedes 


will receive in return for the ra- 
dios, radio parts, motors and elec- 
trical equipment of all kinds 
which they will send to the U.S. S. R. 
The agreement provides that Rus- 
sia shall furnish raw materials, 
including petroleum and manga- 
nese. Sweden’s need of petroleum 
is particularly acute but skeptics

The higher the income level of 


parents, the more tendency there 
is on the part ot the children to- 


ward anti-Semitism.” The con- 
clusion she drew from this finding 
was that a great many attitudes 
and prejudices result from eco- 
nomic competition. 

Dr. Alpenfels’s findings resulted 
from a survey of 142 children in 
two high schools near Chicago. 
The survey was conducted last 
year when she was serving as an 
instructor in. the department of 
anthropology at the University of 
Chicago. 

One way to change attitudes in 
children, who, she says, reflect the 
attitudes of their parents, is to 
provide them with facts. “Many 
of the senior students at the two 
Chicago high schools thought 
Mexicans were dirty, slinking peo- 
ple who always carried knives, 
but, when the students were given 
a brief fill-in on the history of 
Mexico, their attitudes changed.” 

Her conclusion from the Chicago 
survey was that attitudes could 
be changed. The best method of 
bringing about change, she 
thought, was to produce facts to 
combat prejudice. This can best 
be done in the schools and 
churches, she said.

rotic coronary disease — hardening 
and thickening of the arteries sup- 
plying the heart tissues—and owe 
it to their patients to adopt a 
more cheerful attitude, the Missis- 
sippi Valley Medical Society was 
told today. 


This advice came from Dr. Rob- 
ert S. Berghoff of Chicago, clin- 
ical professor of medicine at Loy- 
ola University and president of 
the Illinois State Medical Society. 
He presented a paper emphasizing 
gains made in combatting the dis- 
ease and the importance of mak- 
ing patients less “coronary con- 
scious.” 

Treatment must be prompt and 
thorough, with weeks of absolute 
rest and months of partial rest 
required in some stages, he de- 
clared, but the outlook is good, 
not only as regards immediate 
survival of the shock of an acute 
attack but as to life expectancy. 


Part of Senility Process. 


Taking the view that arterio- 
sclerotic coronary disease is pro- 
gressive and, while not infrequent 
in early life, is really part of the 
process of senility, Dr. Berghoff 
said: “Human beings grow old and 
constamtly older, and must die 
eventually. Accordingly, the most 
important single artery in the hu- 
man body, and incidentally one of 
the smallest, becomes narrow and 
occluded (obstructed), and the hu- 
man heart ceases to beat.” 

Even in the terminal stage of 
the disease, when there is acute 
obstruction and deadening of the 
arteries, the immediate outlook is 
“very promising,” the mortality 
rate of 25 per cent which prevailed 
a short time ago having been re- 
duced, he pointed out. After re- 
covery from the acute attack, he 
continued, the average patient is 
able to carry on an energetic and 
efficient life, so that it is unfair 
to make him feel he is “fenced in” 
and his years are definitely num- 
bered. 

Dr. Jonas E. Salk, University of 
Michigan epidemiologist, presented 
a report on the efficacy of vacci- 
nation against influenza. There 
were nine times as Many hospi- 
tal cases of acute respiratory di- 
sease among an unvaccinated 
group of Army students at the 
university last year as there were 
among a vaccinated group, he 
stated.

HYDE PARK, Wednesday. 

HE very brief excerpts given 

in the newspapers from the 

recent speech delivered by 
Anthony Eden certainly made me 
wish I could read it as a whole. 
The suggestion that all of us seem 
to have reached an impasse in our 
foreign affairs, and that it might 
be well to start all over again, 
makes me wonder whether the 
British are beginning to recall the 
fact that, in both our countries 
after World War I, we vigorously 
berated our representatives in 
Paris for not having written a 
peace at the end of three months. 

Of course, the situation is very 
different now. After World War 
I, we did not occupy other coun- 
tries so extensively. We had 
troops along the Rhine for a short 
time, a few of our troops had to 
return from Russian soil, and a 
number of the British who had 
spent quite a while in Archangel 
were finally brought home, But 
our men in France were brought 
back as soon as transportation 
was available. Also, though mixed 
populations made bounda ques- 
tions equally difficult then, still 
there did not seem such a vast 
field to cover. Everything is hard- 
er today, and one can only hope 
that the long-drawn-out period of 
settlement will eventually bring 
more satisfactory results. 

The number of men we have to 
keep in service to occupy different 
parts of the world seems in itself 
to make the writing of a peace 
hard, but I begin to think we 
should hurry, since none of the 
problems that bedevil us today 
will grow any easier as time drags 
on. 

I do not like to think of what 
our armed forces are costing us, 
because I know that, until a peace 
is signed, no change can be made, 
but so much expenditure for men 
in uniform means less for the well- 
being of people at home, 

One thing which used to haunt 
me after World War I is beginning 
to bother me again. I travel up 
and down the Hudson river very 


frequently, At one particular spot, 
there are rows upon rows of mer- 
chant ships tied up, one against 
the other. Such ships were there 
after the first world war—and 
here they are again, 

Is there nothing these ships 
might do? It seems to me that, 
since so many merchant _vessels 
were destroyed in the war, these 
could be sold to countries ‘that 
need them. If nothing else can be 
done with them, they could be 
broken up, since materials are so 
hard to get these days. There 
must be any amount of good 
planking and trim of all kinds in 
every one of those ships. 

I do not know to whom they 
belong. I do not know who put 
them there. But every time I go 
by, I feel the same resentment as 
I did after World War I at the 
waste which they represent. 


Pickled Peppers 

Ever put up any stuffed pickled 
peppers?

bler. So is cream cheese soft- 
ened with thin cream just to the 
point where blobs of it can be 
dropped on top of the dessert just 
before it is served. For its great- 
est palate appeal, this dessert 
should not be allowed to cool much 
below the lukewarm point. This 
means timing the baking so that 
the cobbler is taken from the 
oven just about the time the meal 
is ready. If this is not conveni- 
ent to do, then the dessert can 
be baked an hour ahead of time 
and kept standing near the stove 
where it will lose heat slowly. If 
the dessert must stand an hour 
before serving time, then omit the 
cornstarch because on standing the 
juice will thicken sufficiently to 
give the right sauce consistency. 

Cherry Cobbler 
Two 120. packages frozen red 

cherries, three tablespoons corn- 
starch, four drops almond extract, 
one cup all-purpose flour, one and 
one-half teaspoon baking powder, 
one-fourth teaspoon salt, one tea- 
spoon sugar, three tablespoons 
butter, one-third cup milk, 
SET SEPT. 23 

Thaw cherries. Drain juice. 
Place cherries in an even layer in 
glass baking dish (10%"x6%”"x 
2”). Mix the cornstarch with the 
juice and almond extract and 
pour mixture over cherries, Sift 
flour, measure and resift three 
times with baking powder, salt 
and one teaspoon sugar. Cut in 
butter with pastry blender or 
work in with tips of fingers un- 
til consistency of course meal. 
Add milk all at once. Stir with a 
fork until dough is stiff. Turn 
out on a lightly floured board and 
knead quickly and lightly eight 
times. Roll out to a rectangle, 10x 
6 inches, Cut a deep design in 
dough for steam vents, Lay over 
top of cherries, trim and flute 


edge. Bake in a hot oven (425 de- 


grees F.) for 20 minutes. Reduce 
heat to moderately slow (325 de- 
grees F.) and bake 10 minutes 
longer.

Overcoming 
The Infant's 
Early Fears

T IS the most natural thing in 
the world for children to be 
afraid. In fact, two fears, the 
fear of loud noises and the fear of 
falling, seem to be inborn and 
every tiny baby will display them. 

As time goes on, these fears will 
be less marked and others will 
take their places. Thus each age 
has its own particular fears and 
parents should recognize them for 
what they are, stages in growth. 

For instance, the fact that a five 
or six months old baby cries when 
a strange person comes near him 
simply shows that he has already 
learned to tell the difference be- 
tween the accustomed and the 
new, between friends and strang- 
ers. 

Of course, all this does not 
mean that parents should ignore 
or disregard a baby’s fears. On 
the other hand, they should learn 
to deal with them wisely so that 
they will not become set or in- 
grained, ‘but will vanish as the 
baby’s growing knowledge and ex- 
perience gradually teach him their 
groundlessness.

NOW, A BABY’S knowledge is 
largely made up of half-truths, By 
the time he is a year old, he has 
learned that his parents, particu- 


ments, he 

forlorn, and helpless. He has not 
yet developed the ability to look 
ahead, and so he does not realize 
that she will soon return. He only 
knows that she is gone and that 
with her all light and warmth and 
comfort have vanished from his 
world. 

This is the reason why babies 
of about this age tend to cry every 
time their mothers leave the room. 
Some mothers feel that, at this 
age, the baby should be kept in a 
play pen, out of harm’s way, while 

This may be a very bad idea, 
because it tends only to increase 
the baby’s feeling of anxiety and 
insecurity and thus to make him 
more and more dependent on his 
mother, 

According to Dr. Benjamin 
Spock of New York, it may be a 
much better plan to let the baby 
out on the floor. Then, if he wants 
to be near his mother he can creep 
or walk to her. After he is with 
her for a while, he will be satisfied 
and then will probably move away 
into another room. Slowly but 
surely he will increase his inde- 
pendence and will no longer cry 
when his mother is not around. 

THE MOTHER MAY hesitate to 
allow the baby to be out of the 
play pen for fear that he will dam- 
age the furniture or break the 
vases around the room. But, of 
course, things can be so arranged 
that breakable objects are not 
within his reach. 

As I have said, when the baby 
is between six months and a year 
of age, he may begin to develop a 
fear of strangers. If this is al- 
lowed to continue, it not only will 
cause trouble when he begins to 
mingle with other children, but 
may even carry over into adult 
life. The best cure is to give the 
baby plenty of opportunity to get 
used to outsiders, particularly 
other children. Of course, children 
do not begin to play with other 
children very well until they are 
two or three years of age. 

The mother should try to be 
with her baby during the first two 
years of life as much as possible, 
especially when there are strang- 
ers present. But, of course, it is 
equally important not to be over- 
protective. 

Attention to these few simple 
matters may do much to avoid 
fears and anxieties that can be

“Bite the Dust” 

“Rar off in the distance they 
could see an ominous haze rising 
from the ground. ‘It’s the Injuns,“ 
the word ran from man to man, 
Quickly each raced to his position, 
brought his rifle into position and 
awaited the signal to fire. Soon 
the redskins would bite the dust.” 

This quotation from a Wild West 
thriller of the last century is a 
typical usage of a phrase which 
this type of literature popularized. 
But while the language “bite the 
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dust” was a novel figure of speech, 
the idea was not. For in Alexander 
Pope’s translation of Homer's 
“Tliad,” published about 200 years 
ago, the phrase used in a similar 
situation is “bite the bloody sand.” 

In the translation of the same 
work by the American poet, Wil- 
liam Cullen Bryant, about 1870, the 
passage was rendered “bite the 
dust.”
